This letter is in regards to the 
removal of John Symonies as Car¬ 
bondale Township policeman. As a 
resident of Carbondale Twp. I am 
infuriated. It seems to me that the 
township was finally moving for¬ 
ward, now we just took four steps 
backward. 

Mr. Symonies was the best thing to 
ever happen to our area. He 
singlehanaedly raised over $9,200 in 
traffic fines! What other township 
cop can boast of that? I have been a 
resident here for 21 years and before 
Mr. Symonies, we never heard from 
or saw our law enforcement officials. 
Mr Symonies spent hour after hour 
sitting in his car in the broiling hot 
sun catching speeders. If there was 
an emergency, he was there in five 
minutes flat, and not just 9 to 5. 

He was out there early mornings to 
late evenings and weekends. 

There have been numberous ac¬ 
cidents on the road where I reside 
(Rt. 107) and a couple of fatalities. 
Can you imagine what it will be like 
now that Mr, Symonies is gone? 

I was told the Carbondale Twp. will 
now have four new men to patrol. 
Well, when I inquired of the schooling 
of these new ‘officers,” I was told 
that they were "going” to attend 
school. And just what do we do for a 
cop until then 9 I was told to call Paul 
Fife who has a full time job. Crime 


and emergencies don’t just happen at 
night, they happen during the day, 
too. To Mr. Symonies, being a police 
officer was a full time profession. He 
was on call and could t>e reached 24 
hours a day. Are these new 
greenhorns ready to commit 
themselves to that? Are they ready to 
give up their full time jobs and make 
being a Twp. cop their full time job? I 
sincerely doubt it 

Tell me, just what is the sense of 
removing an officer with training, a 
wonderful track record, experience, 
and such excellant devotion with four 
part timers who know absolutely 
nothing about law enforcement? 
(And could care less about it). All 
they care about is the extra hundred 
dollars a month. It’s all quite ob¬ 
vious. Mr. Symonies didn’t work just 
for the money. His measly salary 
already proved that. 

It would be interesting if WNEP- 
TV takes notice and does some in¬ 
vestigating like the excellent work 
they did in the Pittston vote fraud 
case. Because this area sure has 
some fishy political business going 
on.

Albert Shanker, president of 
the American Federation of 
Teachers, has recently made 
a proposal that could go far to 
restore the quality of our 
teaching corps. Drawing on 
the example of ROTC, a 
program by which the 
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requiring their services from 
four to six years, Mr. Shanker 
proposes federal scholarships 
for highly qualified young 
people preparing themselves 
for teaching, and in partial 
repayment would require 
them to teach for five years 
after graduation. 

A carefully targeted 
program of scholarships 
would encourage the supply of 
teachers where they are most 
needed. By setting very high 
standards for awards, such a 
program could reverse the 
trend in which our most able 
students shun the classroom. 

Regarded as an investment 
and amortized over time, such 
a program would be 
remarkably cost-effective. If 
grants were provided for 
tuition and expenses for four 
years, and the average 
recipient taught for twenty 
years, well below the national 
average, the cost would be 
$1500 per year of service. 
Considered simply as a salary 
supplement, this means of 
attracting excellent teachers 
would be a bargain. 

If we are to solve the crisis 
in the shcools, Albert 
Shanker’s proposal deserves 
widespread public discussion 
and support

There isn’t any other 
way I can get to any of these places 
other than drive. Isn’t there anyone 
else in this town that is bothered by 
the same problem? 1 really thought 
the newspaper would be loaded with 
gripes but, I hear everyone’s mouth 
going and complaining, but no one 
does anything about it. I haven’t been 
anywhere else that this situation is 
the same. 

Whose fault is it that our city is like 
a frozen ghost town and nothing is 
being done? What is being done, is 
one truck for a whole city’s problems 
and we all know it’s impossible to 
control our streets. When it is out 
trying to conquer all the streets, 
enough cinders aren’t put to get up 
hills or you get a start and in the 
middle there aren’t any cinders, you 
start sliding and pray to God “please 
let me hit something that won’t 
damage my car,” or “please don’t let 
me hit anyone’s house, or another 
car, most of all please, anyone 
walking, be out of my way because I 
don’t want to hit you or kill you!”

Broken promises 

To the Editor: 

Thank you for publishing in the 
NEWS of December 21, 1983 

(“Broken Promises,” page 4), my 
letter of December 16, 1983, to Mr. 
F.X. Biglin, Senior Assistant Post¬ 
master General, Washington, DC., 
regarding the Main Street substation 
of the United States Postal Service 
that was promised to the citizens of 
Carbondale by former postmaster 
Gerald P. Barrett at the Town 
Meeting that was held on January 6, 
1983, in the Berean Baptist Church. 

On December 30, 1983, I received a 
letter from Arthur Porwick, Regional 
Director, Customer Services 
Department, Eastern Regional 
Office, United States Postal Service, 
Philadelphia. In that letter, Mr, 
Porwick states: “The decision on 
whether or not to establish an ad¬ 
ditional service facility is under the 
jurisdiction of the Sectional Center 
Manager at Lehigh Valley, Penn¬ 
sylvania, who has the delegated 
responsibility for the operation of all 
post offices in your area. I have 
referred your request to the Sectional 
Center Manager for a thorough and 
careful review. You may be assured 
that it will be carefully evaluated and 
all relevant factors considered.” 

On January 6, 1984, John P. Turn- 
bach, Sectional Center Manager, 
Lehigh Valley, wrote me a letter in 
which he states: “Permit me to first 
apologize for the irresponsible ac¬ 
tions of the former Postmaster 


(Gerald P. Barrett) if he did promise 
the customers of Carbondale any 
type of postal facility on Main Street. 
As stated in previous correspondence 
to you, the Postmaster was not acting 
within the scope of his authority in 
this matter. Mr. Biglin specified in 
his letter dated December 22, 1982, 
the new facility will meet present and 
future postal needs of the city. 

“At the present time the suggested 
location (tne old post office) does not 
meet the criteria governing any type 
of contract unit, station, branch or 
finance station. The postal service 
appreciates your concern for the 
postal customers in the Carbondale 
area. The postal service strives to 
provide effective service, and 
customer feedback is very important 
to attain this goal. I regret under the 
circumstances that I cannot give you 
a more favorable reply. If ever I can 
be of assistance to you in any other 
matter relating to the postal service, 
please feel free to let me know.” 

Arthur Porwick and John P. 
Tumbach have both mis-read my 
letter of December 16, 1983, to F.X. 
Biglin. I did not ask that a substation 
be established in the old post office 
building, although such a building 
would be an ideal location for a 
substation of the United States Postal 
Service. I did ask that the United 
States Postal Service fulfil! its 
promise to the citizens of Carbondale 
- a promise made by an official of the 
United States Postal Service, Gerald 
P. Barrett - that a substation of the 
Postal Service would be established 
somewhere on Carbondale’s Main 
Street following the move of the 
Postal Service From its old building 
to the new facility. That is a promise 
that must be kept. That the United 
States Postal Service has not yet 
fulfilled its promise to the citizens of 
Carbondale makes me-and 
thousands of other residents of 
Carbondale-very angry. 

As a matter of public record, I have 
sent copies of all correspondence 
between myself and the United States 
Postal Service, in the period 
November 30, 1983-January 6, 1984, 
to Congressman Joseph M. McDade 
(2370 Rayburn House Office Building, 
Washington, DC 20515) and to 
Senator Bob Mellow (540 Main Street, 
Peckville, PA 18452), and have asked 
them to help us, the citizens of 
Carbondale, in our quest for service 
from the United States Postal Ser¬ 
vice.

The bowling alley was a frightful 
place for a little puppy like me. The 
noise was deafening to my delicate 
puppy ears. I guess it’s just a lucky 
thing I didn’t get run into by one of 
those big heavy black balls, anyway. 
I was quite frail at that time. I didn’t 
like it in that place and no one liked 
having me in there, either They kept 


having me in there, either They kept 
chasing me back outside. I just 
couldn r t decide which was worse: the 
deafening noise and confusion inside 
or the bitter cold and snow outside. 

I was felling as downright 
miserable and unhappy as could be. 

Then I decided to try something 
different. I followed a pair of human 
feet as they walked from the bowling 
alley into the nearby town. It was a 
very long way. I was starved and 
tired ana weak, and so cold. But I 
tried and tried with all my might and 
managed to keep up. The feet walked 
fast. They belonged to a teen-age boy. 
At least they didn't chase me away. I 


followed all the way to the house 
where he lived. But his mother 
wouldn’t let me stay there. So, he 
picked me up and took me back to the 
bowling alley parking lot. At least he 
carried me. I was glad of that. I was 
just too weak, tired and cold to walk 
any more that night. 

After a while, some very nice girls 
who had made a fuss over me earlier 
discovered me again. They picked 
me up and warmed me against them. 
It was wonderful. TTiey begged their 
mom when she came to pick them up. 
She didn’t want to take me home But 
she looked at me, and I guess I looked 
so pitiful that she agreed, but only for 
the night. 

Tomorrow I’d have to go to the 
Humane Society, she said. I didn’t 
know what that meant. But it had to 
be better than that awful cardboard 
box, that freezing parking lot, or that 
dreadful place inside. Maybe at the 
Humane Society I’d get a name to be 
called by, and someone to call me by 
it. 

It was the next day that the miracle 
happened. I didn’t go to the Humane 
Society after all. Instead I went to a 
home. A real heme, with real people 
who wanted me It was warm there, 
and the people held me and petted 
me. 

They put me on the kitchen floor 
and put a bowl of milk and a bowl of 
food there for me. Just for me. All for 
me I looked up at them. I started 
falling over Look, they said, she's so 
weak she can’t stand up, poor thing. 
She keeps tipping over, they said. 
We'll call her Tippi, they said 

That’s how I got my name and 
that’s how 1 got my home. Now, when 
it's bitter cold and snowing, I look out 
at it through the window, and then I 
curl up in one of my favorite spots 
and take a nice nap But I’m one of 
the lucky ones.
